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CAERNARVON  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL. 


RULES 


i. 

The  Institution  shall  be  called  “The  Caernarvon  Cottage  Hospital.” 

II. 

The  Hospital  is  intended  for  the  reception  of  persons  suffering  from 
accidents  or  diseases,  which  cannot  be  adequately  treated  at  the  homes  of  the 
Patients.  No  children  under  the  age  of  fifteen  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
Hospital,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  when  a  private  ward  (if  available) 
shall  be  prepared  for  his  or  her  reception.  No  midwifery  cases  or  persons 
labouring  under  contagious  or  incurable  diseases  shall  be  admitted. 

III. 

The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  management  of  an  Executive  Committee 
of  24  Members,  12  of  whom  shall  be  Ladies,  and  12  Gentlemen,  and  who  shall 
be  elected  annually  by  Life  Members  and  Subscribers  of  10/6  and  upwards. 
The  President,  Vice-President,  Honorary  Medical  Officers,  and  Trustees,  the 
Honorary  Secretary,  and  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  being  Ex-Officio  Members. 
The  said  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  nominate  such  Sub- 
Committees  from  among  their  number  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  think 
proper  and  desirable,  who  shall  meet  as  required  and  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  Any  vacancies  occuring  during  the  year  after  the  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing,  and  prior  to  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  shall  be  filled  up  by  the 
Committee. 

IV. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  July,  at  which  the 
Report  of  the  Committee,  and  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure  for  the 
past  year,  shall  be  presented,  the  Committee  and  Officers  shall  be  appointed, 
and,  when  needful,  alterations  of  the  Rules  shall  be  made,  but  no  alterations 
of  the  Rules  shall  be  made  unless  notice  thereof  be  given  in  the  Circular 
convening  the  Meeting. 

V. 

The  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  at  least  once  in  every  two  months, 
but  the  Honorary  Secretary  shall  call  a  Special  Meeting  at  any  time  on  the 
written  request  of  the  Chairman,  or  two  Members  of  the  Committee.  Three 
Members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

VI. 

The  Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  elect  and  dismiss  all  Officers  and 
Servants  of  the  Institution. 

VII. 

No  gentleman  shall  be  elected  on  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  unless 
he  possesses  the  legal  qualifications  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

vm. 

The  Medical  Department  shall  be  under  the  control  and  superintendence 
of  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Hospital  subject  to  the  Committee. 

IX. 

Each  Donor  of  £10  10s.  Od.  and  upwards,  shall  be  a  Life  Member,  and 
shall  ha-m  annua.llv  for  every  ten  guineas  contributed,  one  nomination  paper, 
and  each  Annual  Subscriber  of  £1  Is.  Od.  and  upwards  shall  have  one  nomina¬ 
tion  nauer  for  each  guinea  subscribed,  upon  .payment  of  his  or  her  Subscrip¬ 
tion  due  the  1st  day  of  July  in  each  year.  Ev'ery  Subscriber  of  One  Guinea, 
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and  for  each  additional  Guinea  shall  have  the  power  to  nominate  one  Patient 
for  a  period  of  14  days,  upon  payment  by  such  Patient  or  his  guarantor  of^  the 
weekly  fees,  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  in  accordance  with  Rule  X. 

X. 

Except  as  provided  for  in  Rule  XIV.,  Patients  shall  only  be  admitted  to 
the  Hospital  upon  production  of  a  nomination  paper  properly  filled  in,  and 
upon  payment  of  the  sum  of  12/6  per  week,  payable  m  advance  from  the  date 
of  their  admission  to  the  Hospital,  until  the  date  of  their  discharge,  and 
failing  another  nomination  paper  at  the  end  of  the  first  14  days,  and  every 
subsequent  14  days  each  Patient  shall  pay  a  weekly  fee  of  £1  5s.  Od.,  payable 
in  advance,  provided  that  the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  at  their 
discretion  to  increase  the  said  weekly  fees,  and  also  in  special  cases  to  remit 
or  reduce  the  same.  No  Patient  shall  be  readmitted  to  the  Hospital  under  £ 
period  of  three  months,  and  applicants  for  admission  may  be  called  upon  to 
produce  a  certificate  from  the  Relieving  Officer  that  they  are  not  in  receipt  of 
parish  relief.  Private  Patients  shall  pay  a  weekly  fee  of  Five  Guineas,  and 
also  the  cost  of  any  extra  nurse  or  nurses,  who  may  have  to  be  engaged  in 
consequence  of  such  Private  Patients  being  in  the  Hospital.  No  Patient  in 
the  Public  Wards  shall  in  any  case  be  charged  professional  fees,  save  in  most 
exceptional  cases,  and  with  the  express  consent  of  the  Committee. 

XI. 

i  No  person  shall  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Hospital,  nor  be 
entitled  to  any  privileges  as  a  Subscriber,  unless  his  subscription  for  the 
current  year  has  been  paid. 

XII. 

Every  Clergyman  or  Nonconformist  Minister,  who  shall  transmit  to  the 
.'Treasurer  a  collection  made  by  him  to  the  amount  of  One  Guinea,  shall  be 
entitled  for  the  current  year  to  the  same  privileges  as  an  Annual  Subscriber 
of  One  Guinea. 

XIII. 

No  Patient  shall  be  admitted  without  a  printed  recommendation  signed 
by  a  Subscriber,  and  countersigned  by  a  Member  of  the  Hospital  Medical 
Staff.  The  time  of  every  Patient’s  discharge  shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  of 
the  Medical  Officer  attending  the  case,  who  must  however  report  in  writing  to 
the  Committee  should  the  time  exceed  two  months. 

XIV. 

In  cases  of  accidents  or  emergency  ,the  Matron  or  any  Member  of  the 
Hospital  Medical  Staff,  shall  be  authorised  to  suspend  the  foregoing  Rules 
respecting  the  admission  of  Patients,  so  as  to  occasion  no  delay. 

XV. 

Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing,  will  be  provided  in  the  Hospital. 
Patients  shall  submit  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  and  not  receive  food 
or  drink  from  any  other  source,  without  the  sanction  of  a  Medical  Officer. 

XVI. 

The  Hospital,  Land  and  Buildings,  and  all  property  devoted  to  the  use  of 
the  Hospital,  and  all  Legacies  bequeathed  to  it,  shall  be  vested  in  Trustees, 
who  shall  invest  or  otherwise  deal  with  such  Legacies  under  the  direction  of 
the  Committee.  The  Trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  be  indemnified  out  of 
the  property  of  the  Hospital  against  all  losses  and  expenses  which  they  may 
incur  or  sustain  as  Trustees. 

XVII. 

The  first  Trustees  were  Mr.  John  Jones,  Minafon  ;  Dr.  Watkin  Roberts, 
and  Mr.  John  Owen,  Ty  Coch.  All  subsequent  Trustees  shall  be  elected  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a  General  Meeting  of  Life  Members  and  Annual  Sub¬ 
scribers  of  10s.  6d.  and  upwards,  convened  for  that  purpose.  The  present 
Trustees  are  the  Hon.  F.  G.  Wynn,  Glynllifon  ;  Mr.  J.  E.  Greaves,  Glan- 
gwna,  and  Mr.  Charles  A.  Jones;

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


TO  THE  SUBSCRIBERS,— 

Your  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  Thirty- 
eighth  Annual  Report  and  Balance  Sheet. 

During  the  year  which  ended  on  the  30th  June  last  219 
cases  were  admitted  into  the  Hospital,  97  Males  and  122  Females. 
Of  these  cases  14  were  Medical  (6  Males  and  8  Females)  and  205 
Surgical  (91  Males  and  114  Females). 

Of  these, 

183  were  discharged  as  having  been  cured, 

14  were  discharged  improved  or  relieved, 

5  were  discharged  without  treatment,  and 
5  died,  leaving  12  in  the  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  as  showing  the  large  area  now

The  Committee  are  again  pleased  to  report  that  the 
financial  position  of  the  Hospital  is  satisfactory.  The  total  Income 
for  the  year  from  all  sources  amounted  to  £1,353  15s.  3d.  as 
against  £1,639  13s.  5d.  last  year,  whilst  the  expenditure  amounted 
to  £1,323  14s.  6d.  as  against  £1,634  16s.  4d.  The  balance  in  hand 
is  £144  4s.  4d.,  an  increase  of  £30  10s.  9d.  Subscriptions  amounted 
to  £349  4s.  4d.  Donations  amounted  to  £174  3s.  6d.,  an  increase 
of  £27  19s.  6d.  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Included  in 
tb  i  s  sum  is  a  handsome  donation  of  £100  received  from  Mr.  D. 
Elliott  Alves,  of  Bryn  Bras  Castle,  and  the  sum  of  £30  received  in 
the -form  of  a  Christmas  Gift  from  thA  British  Charities  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  receipts  under  the  heading  “ Collections”  amounted  to 
£190  10s.  8d.,  an  increase  of  17s.  0d.,  and  again  it  is  gratifying 
to  report  that  the  amount  received  from  the  various  Quarry  em¬ 
ployees  in  aid  of  the  Hospital  amounted  to  £88  10s.  8d. 

The  sincerest  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  tendered  to  the 
Editor  of  the  “Daily  Mail”  for  a  donation  of  £127  16s.  lid.,  being 
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tlie  surplus  of  a  sum  given  by  that  Newspaper  towards  the  relief 
oi  tne  surterers  oi  tiie  Doigarrog  Dam  Disaster,  and  to  Mr. 
jiidward  Williams,  Chief  Constable  oi  Caernarvonshire,  into  whose 
hands  the  "Daily  Mail  had  entrusted  the  disposal  oi  the  fund. 
±‘his  sum  has  been  credited  to  the  Trustees  Capital  Account  and 
has  been  invested  in  the  names  oi  the  Trustees. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Ball 
Committee  ior  their  services  in  connection  with  the  Hospital  Ball 
held  last  August  which  realized  £34  3s.  10d.,  and  to  all  those 
Badies  who  had  again  so  kindly  assisted  in  the  House  to  House 
Collections  which  this  year  is  a  record,  and  amounted  to  £94  18s. 
4d.  Although  your  Committee  regret  that  ior  various  reasons  it 
has  not  been  iound  possible  to  organize  the  Ball  this  year,  they 
hope  that  it  may  be  revived  again  next  year. 

To  those  friends  and  supporters  who  assisted  by  sending 
gifts  in  kind  the  Committee  also  desire  to  express  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  and  gratitude. 

During  the  year  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Ernest  Greaves,  of 
Broneifion,  Criccieth,  presented  the  Hospital  with  a  Wireless  De¬ 
ceiver  which  is  so  very  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Patients. 

The  Committee  regret  to  report  that  many  friends  of  the 
Hospital  have  passed  away  during  the  year  amongst  whom  we 
record  the  deaths  of  Lady  Turner,  of  Parkia,  and  Mr.  W.  G. 
Thomas,  of  The  Moorings.  Lady  Turner  was  at  one  time  a  Mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  had  been  for  many  years  the 
largest  individual  subscriber  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital ;  and  up 
to  the  date  of  her  death  had  taken  the  greatest  personal  interest 
in  the  Hospital,  and  its  welfare.  Mr.  W.  G.  Thomas  was  an  active 
and  valued  member  of  the  Committee  for  many  years  and  a 
staunch  supporter  of  all  movements  connected  with  the  Institu¬ 
tion.  These  losses  will  be  keenly  felt. 

At  the  close  of  the  financial  year  Mr.  G.  H.  Humphreys 
relinquished  his  position  as  Honorary  Treasurer.  Mr.  Humphreys 
was  the  first  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Hospital,  and 
has  been  officially  connected  with  the  Hospital  since  its  incep¬ 
tion,  first  as  Honorary  Secretary  and  afterwards  as  Honorary 
Treasurer,  a  period  of  39  years.  The  Committee  desire  to  place  on 
record  their  appreciation  of  his  valued  services  to  the  Institution 
for  so  many  years. 

The  mid-week  visiting  day  has  again  been  changed  from 
Thursday  to  Wednesday,  it  being  found  that  Wednesday  is  the 
more  convenient  day  for  the  majority  of  relatives  and  friends  of 
the  Patients. 

The  thanks  of  your  Committee  are  also  offered  to  the 
Clergy,  Ministers  and  congregations  of  the  several  places  of 
worship  who  have  contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  by 
their  offertories  during  the  year ;  also  to  the  Honorary  Medical 
Staff  for  their  services ;  and  to  the  Matron  (Miss  Mason)  and  her 
staff  for  their  zeal,  energy,  and  attention  to  their  duties.
